Keeping Face 

We have had occasion of late to learn what 
“keeping face” means to the Oriental. 
Japan, by strong-arm methods, took Man- 
churia from China recently and the Chinese 
not being sufficiently armed to cope with 
the situation surrendered their rich “garden 
spot of the Orient” with scarcely a struggle. 
But even a more powerful weapon than 
armies, in the hands of the Chinese, was 
their ability to put a boycott on Japanese 
goods. This they did. As the “taboo” on 
Japan’s products began to threaten Japan 
with economic disaster the Japanese made 
a haughty gesture against Shanghai think- 
ing to bluff China. But to their amaze- 
ment they soon found that it was not going 
to be so easy to handle the Chinese in that 
thickly settled and better developed part of 
the Empire. Shanghai was not Manchuria. 
A terrific crash was the result. 

But Japan had made her threats and now 
she had “her foot in it.” Her national 
pride was at stake. No matter the cost she 
must continue her assault having made the 
start. We were soon reminded of what 
pride means in Oriental lands where they 
call it “face.” Japan had made her boasts 
and now to “keep face” she dared not turn 
back to her Emperor and admit defeat. So 
her “face” drove her on. In turn China’s 
“face” was at stake and in a short time the 
Orient was blazing with a war of “face.” 

Not Pessimism 

When these recent reports about “keeping 
face” began appearing in the newspapers I 
was reminded of the Modernistic, Post-Mil- 
lennialists who have been preaching that 
“day by day in every way we are getting 
better and better.” I thought of the war 
clouds hovering over central Europe, the 
vicious Bolshevism of Russia, the heartless 
Fascism of Italy, the powerful Hitlerism of 
Germany, the world-wide financial collapse, 
the Gandhi up-rising in India, the teeming 


millions wrapped in heathenism, the seven 
million hungry men in America, the moral 
collapse of the world and finally the war 
between Japan and China and its awful pos- 
sibilities—as I contemplated these things I 
wondered just how the Modernists hoped to 
“keep face.” Their philosophy seems to 
have hit the rocks. 

In New York City there is a prominent 
Modernist preacher by the name of Dr. 
John Holmes. In a sermon preached Sun- 
day, February 14th, he predicted “dark days 
ahead” and the soon “collapse of our so- 
ciety, a long period of dark ages, and then a 
slow and painful beginning anew Then 
he tried to “keep face” with these words, 
“But whatever the prospect ahead, I hold 
unshaken faith in man’s ultimate destiny. 

. And meanwhile we must fight on un- 
daunted for the right, trusting in God for 
that final victory which we ourselves per- 
haps shall never see, but which will be the 
achievement of our children or our chil- 
dren’s children.” 

There is misery in these words. This 
statement entirely lacks the element of hope 
and yet, in view of what is taking place in 
the world before our eyes, it is the inevit- 
able conclusion to which the Post-Millennial- 
ist is driven. It sounds like dull pessimism 
to me. Yet, we who unfold the prophecies 
and teach the soon coming of Christ, are 
frequently called pessimists. But we deny 
the allegation. Our philosophy is not that 
of pessimism. We are justly optimistic, 
having chart and compass, knowing the 
prophetic seas on which we are sailing. The 
storm is approaching, the black clouds of 
war and tribulation are gathering, but be- 
yond Antichrist, Armageddon and Catas-

“For thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell; neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption.” Psalms 16:10. 
The body of Christ did not see corruption. 

Fulfillment: “The angel answered. 

He is not here: for he is risen, as he ; said.” 
Matthew 28:6. The resurrection of Christ 
gives Christianity a distinction that no oth- 
er religion shares. 

Meaning: “But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept.” 1 Corinthians 15:20. Because 
Christ was the “firstfruits” of the resurrec- 
tion, He is an example of what Christian be- 
lievers are to become during their resur- 
rected state. 

Jesus came to earth, died, passed into the 
death-state and came out of the grave. 
Would you understand what conditions will 
be like after your resurrection? If you 
would, study the deeds and experiences of 
the Master after His resurrection because 
He was the “firstfruits of them that slept.” 
Notice one fact: after His resurrection He 
recognized His friends and this gives to us 
the absolute assurance that we too will 
recognize our loved ones after our resurrec- 
tion. 

We read of the eleven disciples meeting 
Christ at an appointed place in the moun- 
tains after His resurrection and they recog- 
nized Him. On another occasion He said, 
“Behold my hands and my feet, that it is 
I myself, handle me, and see.” Thomas was 
sincere, but he doubted. Thomas simply 
could not believe his eyes until Jesus 
stretched forth His nail-pierced hands. It 
was then that Thomas uttered those won- 
derful words, “My Lord and my God.” 
Here was recognition. 

Mary wept as she looked into the empty 
tomb, thinking that the body had been stol- 
en.

Here is the final sign and 
seal of all that has gone before and all that is to follow the Eter- 
nal God’s Amen to a redemption scheme that came to glorious 
climax early in the morning on that momentous day when Christ

All hail! Thou who didst come from Bozrah, traveling in the 
greatness of thy strength, and who by eternal victory hath 
brought life and immortality to light. 

Paganism is a seeking religion; Judaism is a hoping relig- 
ion; Christianity is the reality of what paganism seeks and 
Judaism hopes for. 

Christianity is not a religion of transcendental speculation 
and abstraction. It is the reality which fills our sublimest hopes, 
quells our deepest fears, and spans our darkest days with a rain- 
bow of assurance.

If He does not 
rise how meaningless all the past; how dark all the future. 
Prophecy must forever stand dumb with its own confusion. All 
the types and ceremonies supposed to reveal the redemption plan 
must become the ridicule of unbelief. But wait! The clock of 
destiny on time’s great tower points to the predicted hour. The 
gaze of two worlds is fixed upon the tomb where they have laid 
His broken body.

The caterpillar builds himself a tomb, and then 
lies down in it and dies. But out of that tomb comes a new life 
which sallies forth a living flower. Will this God who takes such 
pains with seeds and worms overlook the deepest cravings of His 
sublimest creation—man? Let the logic of the question strike 
dumb our stupid unbelief! 

Nothing short of an eternity could enable man to express all 
that he feels, thinks and imagines. Immortality is an intellectual 
necessity. The Christian does not believe in immortality because 
he can prove the doctrine. He is conscious of it, and conscious- 
ness is the deepest realm of knowledge. In the realm of con- 
sciousness God paints the picture of reality in such vivid colors 
that doubt is impossible. 

Immortality is the greatuess of our being. The Creator set 





empty, fruitless, 
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eternity in our hearts. Those who deny it do so, not because of 
scientific evidence to the contrary, but because depravity would 
have its fling and having burnt itself out in the white fires of lust 
would pass quickly into oblivion without settling accounts with 
either nature or God. 

The fact that depraved men attempt an argument against a 
hereafter proves that they have grounds for their fears. Were 
there no eternal years in which to settle the debt with an out- 
raged conscience, degraded passions, and squandered physical and 
spiritual powers there would be no hint of the thing feared. 

Men and women desire to do certain things (some will con- 
tend mightily against this indictment but the fact remains that 
desire gives birth to the repeated act) and because they desire to 
do these things which, deep down inside they know to be wrong, 
they try to escape the consciousness of future settlement by refus- 
ing to believe the testimony of that inner voice. And here is the 
deep reason for much of the loud cynical talk of our day against 
the doctrine of resurrection. 

“Sin and live” is a doctrine as old as man’s desire to escape 
the consequences of his sin. But the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
proves that men who sin, as well as those who are saved from sin, 
must someday face Him who made salvation and immortality pos- 
sible. The one class must tell Him why they disregarded His pro- 
vision, and the other class may glory forever in the fact that they 
did hear and heed the warning that they who sow to the flesh 
must harvest the crop. Not all the blundering of so called reason 
can change this fact one whit. 

Just as belief in a future settlement is a troublesome check on 
depraved passion, it is the glorious fact looked forward to by those 
who fellowship the immortal Christ. 

They have long since learned that life here cannot, in the na- 
ture of the case, fill the deepest hungers, fulfill the sublimest 
dreams and bring the divinest visions to reality. To these the 
words of the risen Christ, “because I live ye shall live also,” come 
with heartening power to gird the soul for the day of battle and 
give courage for the long lonely road. 

The Christian carries in himself the evidence that ere long the 
fading light of his earthly day will break into the golden splendor 
of eternal sunrise. On that glad morning he shall see no longer 
“through a glass darkly.” The vision now seen but dimly through 
clouds and tears shall then unfold like meadows and valleys clear- 
ly defined where the sun drives the night shadows to their hiding. 

Never again shall he look with puzzled mind upon the im- 
perfections of earth for his mind will fill with crystal clearness 
and the “why?” which was wrung from a broken heart shall be 
forever answered. His eyes washed by tears now see clearly why 
the rarest blossoms shedding their perfume on the air of paradise 
were transplanted from the suffering and shadows of Gethsemane. 

A so called faith which does not believe and glory in the fact 
of Christ’s resurrection and through His resurrection the immor- 
tality of the redeemed can have no meaning to serious men. It is 
vain, empty, void, useless.

trophe, the harbor is in sight. We are pos- 
sessed of a “Blessed Hope.” These “peril- 
ous times” which have come and are coming 
upon the earth speak of the soon return of 
Jesus Christ. 

“Fowls That Fly” 

Armageddon will precede His coming. 
Armageddon is certain. Armageddon seems 
to be near at hand. Idealists and Post- 
Millennialists have pinned their hopes large- 
ly on the League of Nations, but the Japan- 
ese invasion of the last few months has 
shown how utterly helpless the League is 
as far as the curbing of war is concerned. 
Why? Because war is rooted in human lust 
and not in armaments. We must go to the 
3ible for the best explanation of the origin 
of war ever given. James 4:1, “From 
whence come ars? ... Come they not... 
of your lusts.” Exactly. Lust for power! 
Lust for gold! Wars will come to an end 
when lust is burned out of human nature 
and not until then. Prophetic students 
know that this will not come to pass until 
the Golden Age is ushered in following the 
personal return of Christ. The final great 
war is yet ahead of us, but by putting our 
ears to the ground we may hear the rumble 
of its horse’s hoofs. We may read the 
“handwriting on the wall.” The final, 
bloody chapter of human history is yet to 
be written. 

Turn now with me to Revelation 19:17-19, 
“And I saw an angel standing in the sun; 
and he cried with a loud voice, saying to all 
the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, 
Come .... That ye may eat the flesh of 
kings, and the flesh of captains, and the 
flesh of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, 
and of them that sit on them, and the flesh 
of men, both free and bond, both small and 
great. And I saw the beast, and the kings 
of the earth, and their armies, gathered to- 
gether to make war against him that sat 
on the horse, and against his army.” 

We have been reading a part of John’s 
description of Armageddon. Notice those 
“FOWLS THAT FLY.” How terrible, how 
powerful, how destructive they must be! 
These fowls are to destroy kings, captains, 
mighty men, horses, everything. Fowls 
flying! John did not know we were going 
to call those fowls by the name of airplanes 
when he saw them in the Patmos vision. 
The fowls here undoubtedly mean destruc- 
tive air machines with which the next war 
will be fought. Not a war leader of any 
nation will dispute that the next world war 
will be a struggle of the air. ‘“Fowls that 
fly.” 

Destructive Possibilities 

One shudders as he informs himself in re- 
gard to the possibilities of infernal air de- 
vices already produced by scientific minds, 
eapable of raining destruction from the 
skies. Machines already in existence stag- 
ger the most fantastic imagination. With 
the unfolding of the new air consciousness 
our scientific achievements in this direc- 
tion are almost unbelievable. In the next 
war Mars will live in the clouds, he will 
wear wings, control robots, drop bombs on 
cities and thrust death-rays against govern- 
ments like lightnings. 

A military expert says, “By turning a 
switch at this desk in New York, I could 
dispatch a robot-manned airplane and drop 
two thousand pounds of dynamite over the 
White House. Without raising from his 


chair any army general could send enough 
planes from Long Island flying fields to 
destroy Philadelphia with high-explosive 
bombs automatically set to explode over a 
given area. The next war will be synco- 
pated, reaching a speed of one hundred and 
forty or two hundred miles an hour. Even 
this record may be exceeded. Great Britain 
is experimenting with planes that have at- 
tained a speed of three hundred and fifty 
miles per hour. Fifty planes flying low 
over Washington, spraying poison gas, 
would kill every living thing in half an hour, 
including the general staff and the mem- 
bers of both houses of Congress. They 
could drop at the same time enough incen- 
diary bombs to burn up what was left of the 
city.” 

Think of this kind of knowledge being at 
the finger-tips of men who are dominated 
by unregenerate, depraved natures and act- 
uated by selfish desires. 

Robot Pilots 

The future air machines will not have hu- 
man pilots. They will be driven by mech- 
anical men, robots, possessing radio brains, 
guided by radio instruments, controlled by 
a human pilot in another plane perhaps ten 
miles away. We are told that “the next 
war will strike like lightning.” Bombs will 
be timed and dropped automatically. There 
will be mechanical instruments, mechanical 
eyes, mechanical ears and mechanical guns. 
(There will also be a mechanical image of 
the Antichrist in Jerusalem speaking great 
words that will astound the whole world.) 
Already science knows exactly how to build, 
direct and control inexpensive planes, keep- 
ing them in the air, by use of radio instru- 
ments. This is what is meant by the term 
“mechanical pilot.” A plane can be made 
to fly in a given direction until it reaches 
its objective, then miles away an operator 
can touch a button and cause it to drop its 
cargo of high explosives. 

The New Gas 

The new poison gas far exceeds anything 
used during the World War in its destruc- 
tive properties. The cracking of future gas 
bombs will make the bombs of the last war 
seem like firecrackers. The sickly, sweetish 
odor of the new gas will result in wholesale 
slaughter. Tens of thousands will meet 
death in its most horrible form from the 
gas of the future. If this seems iike a fan- 
tastic nightmare take time to inform your- 
self concerning recent scientific develop- 
ments in these realms. “Fowls that fly.” 

Preparing For Armageddon 

The planet will be torn and shaken like a 
reed in the wind. Nature will be seized 
with convulsions. ‘War, famine, pestilence, 
earthquakes!” The earth will groan in tra- 
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vail as the new age is being born. A great 
earthquake is coming, one that will make 
the world to seem to be falling to pieces. 
Revelation 16:18, “And there were voices, 
and thunders, and lightnings; and there was 
a great earthquake, such as was not since 
men were upon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake, and so great.” Men will seek 
death but will not be able to find it. Satan’s 
power will be short and His wrath will be 
great. He will make His final, great at- 
tempt to gain permanent control of the 
earth. Men, energized by demon intelli- 
gences, literally demonized, will do His bid- 
ding. We read in Revelation 16:10-11 that 
men “gnawed their tongues for pain, and 
blasphemed the God of heaven because of 
their pains and their sores, and repented 
not of their deeds.” 

It is altogether probable that the teem- 
ing millions of the Orient, ruled over by 
some “Red Napoleon,” will sweep down from 
the East to do battle against the Western 
world which will at that time be under the 
leadership of that demonic, spectacular per- 
sonage, the Antichrist. The two opposing 
forces will be brought to face each other in 
Palestine. Japan, Russia, China and India 
will play the principal parts in the great 
Eastern drama. Here we see millions of 
man-power. And remember the Orient is 
being awakened and stirred to life and ac- 
tion. Speaking of China, Napoleon once 
said, “There sleeps a lion, let it sleep.” But 
Japan has insisted upon twisting the lion’s 
tail and the result is that China’s war forces 
are being stimulated into action, united and 
solidified. China is awakening. 

While Japan dislikes Bolshevism, yet it 
has just been disclosed that a secret treaty 
was negotiated between her and the Soviets 
before the stealing of Manchuria. She 
seems to be able to work with the Russians. 
Some gigantic war lord could arise tomor- 
row in the East, unite the forces and sweep 
across Russia, down into Europe and finally 
meet in Palestine to fight it out against the 
forces of Antichrist. This would be Arma- 
geddon. Remember that all of India, China,

Each age has ended with 
judgment and suffering. The pres- 
ent dispensation in which we are 
living will be no exception. 


“The first dispensation ended | 


with the fall of man in the garden 
of Eden. The second, with Noah’s 
flood. The third, the destruction of 


the Tower of Babel. The fourth | 


ended with the bondage of ancient 
Israel in Egypt. The fifth climaxed 
with the tragedy of Calvary. We 
are now living in the sixth and ac- 
cording to fulfilled prophecy we 
are very near the close of this dis- 
pensation. 
“This age will end with a period | 
of suffering called ‘the great tribu- | 
lation.’ On July 11, 1931, Ramsey 
MacDonald delivered a great ad- 
dress in London which was broad- 
cast by radio to America. It was 
a peace conference, but the states- 
man drew a dark picture of an| 
impending world smash up. He 
said the next war would be fought 
in the air with poison gas, electri- 
city and death rays. He predicted 
that neither side would be victori- 
ous but that the struggle would end | 
with the ‘exhaustion’ of our hu- | 
manity. He referred to the com- 
ing war by the Bible name ‘Arma- | 
geddon.’ He said that the only 
hope of counteracting this war, the | 
only hope of keeping this final | 
chapter of history from being writ- | 
ten is the League of Nations.

than a toothless league to cope with | 
such a situation.” 


Dr. Winrod said that the “tribu- |

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Tyndal -- A Defender 
of the Faith 
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Someone has said, “The blood of martyrs 
is the seed of the church.” As we contem- 
plate the suffering of the church fathers 
and refresh our memories concerning the 
sacrifices made in order to preserve the roy- 
al heritage of the Faith, we are driven to 
the conclusion that this utterance is true. 
In the study of no life is this more evident 
than that of William Tyndal, that loyal De- 
fender of the Faith, who made the supreme 
sacrifice. It is estimated for instance that 
during the reign of “Bloody Mary,” the 
daughter of King Henry VIII, no less than 
eight thousand Protestants were martyred. 
Tyndal was one of them. 

Notice how the word Protestants is spelled 
—‘“‘Pro-test-ants.” They were “Protesters” 
against the sin, apostasy and immorality of 
the church of their day. When we think of 
the suffering they endured for the Faith, 
our own sacrifices become very trivial. 

Europe was beginning to experience re- 
ligious freedom. The shackles of supersti- 
tion and ignorance were breaking. The 
Reformation was getting under way. Martin 
Luther, who became the center of the fray 
was born in 1483; William Tyndal was born 
in 1484. Germany was experiencing a moral 
stir. Rome was corrupt and wicked. Spain 
was seeking world conquest. England was 
quarreling with the Pope. Columbus was 
trying to finance his dream. Tyndal ap- 
peared at this dramatic hour. He was born 
in English wealth and was educated in Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. Even during his stu- 
dent days, says a biographer, “he showed 
unusual aptitude for the study of the Scrip- 
tures.” 

Being brilliant in mind and clever in de- 
bate, he was frequently found engaged in 
heated arguments with priests and friars 
after leaving college. His interpretations 
of Scripture were soon registered in Rome 
and the scholarly, pious young man was 
branded a heretic. This of course brought 
down upon him the wrath of the Church. 
He became a marked man. 

The great passion of his soul was_ to 
translate the Bible into the English lan- 
guage. His bones fairly burned with en- 


thusiasm as he plunged into the task. H« 
knew that what his people needed above 
everything else was a knowledge of the 
Scriptures, free and open access to the Word 
of God. Of course the Church wishing to 
keep the masses in ignorance was _ set 
against this. He journeyed to London seek- 
ing support in the venture but failed. We 
next find him in Germany and after much 
hard work he succeeded in translating and 
publishing the New Testament in English, 
the first edition appearing in 1525. It was 
like a great shaft of light thrust into a dark 
place. 

Tyndal gave the Bible to the common peo- 
ple. Both Church and State agreed that 
this crime was worthy of death. The 
masses clamored for the Word, though they 
had to read it secretly to avoid punishment. 
Books and tracts began to flow from his 
pen. And the Old Testament soon appeared 
in English. By this time the authorities 
were determined to take his life. But the 
fearless reformer continued to pound away 
at the sins of the machine which was de- 
termined to grind him to powder. He es- 
tablished a permanent residence in Ant- 
werp. 

Finally he was arrested and thrown into 
prison where he was tortured for a year and 
a half. He was later put in a dungeon, 
near Brussels, publicly strangled and burned 
in the year 1536 at the age of 52. 

The open Bible as we have it today is to 
a great extent the product of the brain, pen 
and sacrifice of William Tyndal.

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The Evolution Problem as a Whole

(Editor’s Note: Dr. Whit- 
ney strikes his fifth and final 
sledgehammer blow this month 
against the unscientific and 
atheistic theory of man’s ani- 
mal origin. As his arguments 
have progressed from month to 
month, we have been reminded 
that Evolution is not only Anti- 
God, Anti-Bible and Anti-Christ, 
but it also is Anti-Science. 
Demonstrated scientific truth 
is our most powerful weapon 
against this animalistic delusion. 
In this closing article of the 
series, the writer sums his argu- 
ments of the four previous 
months, looks at the problem as 
a whole and returns to a con- 
sideration of Noah’s Flood as

jungle hypothesis.) 








In studying a very difficult and complex 
problem the scientist may clear up one set 
of details and understand one feature of the 
question; then he may clear up another fea- 
ture and then another until at last he seems 
to be clear on all the major parts of the 
problem. If then he puts these parts to- 
gether and has a harmonious whole he can 
well congratulate himself that the problem 
has been solved. 

Modern science has attempted to solve the 
problem of creation by the theory of evolu- 
tion and a generation ago scholars congrat- 
ulated themselves that they had pretty well 
cleared up the major parts and made a fine, 
consistent whole. True, they had trouble 
with numerous details, but those, they be- 
lieved, would be straightened out in time. 

The harmonious whole (missing details 
not being noticed) were: 1. The change of 
a nebula into a solar system including this 
earth; 2. A gradually cooling, shrinking 
earth, which would in its shrinking uplift 
one mountain range after another and sup- 
ply sediment for a long series of geologic 
ages; 3. A nice series of fossils, starting 
with simple kinds and winding up with the 
higher plants and animals, man at the head; 
4. A satisfactory system for the operation 
of evolution, in Darwin’s Natural Selection, 
aided by certain features Darwin may have 
overlooked; 5. A fair assortment of miss- 
ing links; 6. Human history going back 
into the dim distance of extreme antiquity. 
Surely that was a harmonious whole for a 
beautiful theory of evolution! Why, Gene- 
sis could be ruled right out of the picture, 
except as an interesting mixture of ancient 
superstition, legend and poetry! 

As time has advanced not only have the 
missing details not been found, but one dif- 
ficulty after another has arisen. What 
were thought to be facts have been found 
not to be facts and the whole theory of evo- 
lution is now in a mess from start to finish. 

Taking these six great features as they 
stand today we find: 1. The nebular hypo- 
thesis has gone to smash and nothing satis- 
factory has been found to take its place. 2. 
The earth is not gradually cooling nor 
shrinking, and modern geology is more con- 
fused and uncertain than the theory of or- 
ganic evolution itself, if such a thing is 
possible. Any honest man who studies the 
subject will admit that the Deluge was re- 
sponsible for the rocks. 3. The arrange- 
ment of the fossils, even admitting geologic 
ages, is for creation, not evolution. 4. Na- 
tural Selection of every possible kind is an 
admitted total failure. 5. The Missing links

are all missing and leading evolutionists 
will not allow an ape ancestor for man, nor 
even dare to suggest what his nearest beast 
ancestor was. 6. Human history in time, 
point of origin and all the rest of it cannot 
possibly fit evolution. 

The Whole Picture of Creation 

Let us now go over these headings to see 
what kind of a picture is provided for Crea- 
tion of the Genesis description. 

i. The naturalistic origin of the earth 
and the rest of the solar system is a com- 
plete failure. For all that can be seen the 
divine origin of the earth is the only satis- 
factory origin of the earth, and divine shap- 
ing up of this earth in Creation Week, is the 
only satisfactory kind of ordering of it. The 
time of ordering can as well have been 4,000 
years before Christ as any earlier. 

2. Old time geology is discredited. The 
Deluge was responsible for the rocks. A 
short discussion of this will give details on 
this matter. 

3. and 4. These things are settled with- 
out more comment. The need of creation 
was proved. Absolute, adult creation seems 
the only reasonable kind of creation. Ob- 
viously this could be and seemingly should 
be, sudden creation, so literal six-day crea- 
tion of the earth (that is, the ordering of 
the earth and the creation of living things 
on it) is an excellent kind of creation, suit- 
ing Genesis perfectly. 

5. No comment needed, the earliest men 
of antiquity were seemingly the finest of all 
time physically and mentally. 

6. Human history fits Genesis to the dot 
and fits nothing but Genesis. The picture 
is a complete and harmonious whole. 


The Deluge 

Speaking from the standpoint of science 
aside from Genesis, the Deluge is the key 
to the problem of creation. This fits hu- 
man history, geology, and the whole picture. 
A few thing's about the subject deserve care- 
ful note in the present discussion. 

First, Traditions of a universal deluge are 
almost universal. Look up old school books 
on Greek mythology and read about Deu- 
calian and his wife Phyrra and the Greek 
deluge; read Bancroft’s history of the Amer- 
ican peoples, Bullfinch’s Age of Fable, in- 
vestigate other sources. There is just one 
conclusion, a terrible, earth-wrecking Deluge 
once swept over the earth. 

Second, See what modern science can do 
to fit these traditions of a Deluge to their 
theories of history and geology. Nothing. 
Therefore modern science, falsely so-called, 
is false to her trust by casting aside evi- 
dence of the utmost importance because such 
evidence will not fit their theories. 

The best the scholars can do is to assume 
that some Sumerian Patriarch on Chaldean 
plains built a raft to save himself, his fam- 
ily and his property during some spring 
freshet, said freshet perhaps being helped 
by enemies of the Sumerians cutting a dam 
on the Euphrates. The folly of such a 
thing! As if the experience of a Sumerian 
farmer in a spring freshet thousands of 
years ago would develop traditions of a uni- 
versal Deluge among the Greeks, Chinese, 


Polynesians, American Indians and others! 
Dodging reason to protect a false theory 
results only in folly. 

Third, Grant such a Deluge, not merely 
because Genesis describes it, but also be- 
cause nearly all other peoples have the 
recorded memory of it. Remember that it 
was universal, that the survivors were saved 
in a great Ark, that they were long in the 
Ark and came out on a mountain top. An 
unavoidable conclusion is that the face of 
the earth must have been completely 
changed and bear universal signs of such 
Deluge. 

The facts are right before us on that mat- 
ter; except for volcanic uplift practically 
the whole face of the glebe shows signs of 
having been under water. Mountains are 
made of sandstone, limestone, shales; great 
deposits of sea creatures and land creatures 
are found here and there. This is just what 
we should decide that a universal Deluge 
would do. 

Science has stepped in to help us in this 
decision. The scientists themselves early 
decided to rule out the Deluge as responsi- 
ble for the rocks, they thought they had evi- 
dence to the contrary, but they have suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating that nothing else 
but the Deluge was responsible for the face 
of the earth. (See evidence from alleged 
“overthrusts” and so on in geological writ- 
ings of Professor Price.) 

Fourth, Granting such a universal Deluge, 
the time of such Deluge can be determined 
without dispute by the time that modern 
and ancient races of men originated. They 
started from Shinar a little more than four 
thousand years ago; therefore the Deluge 
must have occurred only a little earlier 
than that. This is as plain, simple, and un- 
deniable as a problem in grammar-school 
mathematics. Of course, the scientists have 
not come to these conclusions; they are as 
yet too obsessed with their theory of evolu- 
tion, and too backward about throwing over- 
board their old theories of earth history, 
but the facts are perfectly evident and un- 
deniable. 

What science has to work on, therefore, 
is the fact that a little more than four thou- 
sand years ago the ancestors of all living 
men came upon an earth which had been 
wrecked by a Deluge, and re-peopled that 
earth. There are in the wreckage of that 
earth remains of wonderful plants and ani- 
mals, not animals and plants developing 
during millions of years, but plants and ani- 
mals destroyed in one great earth ruin. 

To account for the origin of those plants 
and animals scientists are debarred from as- 
suming long ages, not only because there is 
no sign of such long ages, but because cer- 
tain facts indicate that the earth in any- 
thing like livable condition, could not be 
ages old. The science of genetics, the dif- 
ficulty of evolving eyes, and changing fishes 
into reptiles, and so on, shows that evolu- 
tion could not possibly have made_ these 
things. All that is left is divine creation— 
surely a very reasonable kind of origin. 

Granting creation as a scientific fact, and 
nothing else is just and fair and right, there 
is only one record on earth about creation 
that deserves respect: that is Genesis, with 
the other Scriptures, a simple, direct, na- 
tural account. 

Men scoffed at creation rather than evo- 
lution, but creation triumphs, therefore 
Genesis triumphs. Men scoffed at the idea 
of a great Deluge, but nothing else than a

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How many of these 
there are! Thousands! 
Every metal, mineral, 
plant and animal, and 
every human being’, and 
every part of every one 
of these! Every kind of 
a building or machine, 
and every part of such. 
Of course many of these 
are the same, as_ the 
names of families of 
mankind and their given 
names.

named all the animals. It is not told who 
gave names to the plants. One may sup- 
pose that Eve gave names to all the flow- 
ers, but we can only guess that. 


In the progress of knowledge new parts 
of the three kingdoms of nature, mineral, 
vegetable and animal, were discovered by 
scholars, scientists, and new names given. 
There are very few new substances, plants 
and animals being found today, so few new 
names are being given, yet a new one oc- 
casionally. To remember all these names 
would be worse than learning the Chinese 
alphabet! 


The question has sometimes been asked, 
“What is there in a name anyway?” Noth- 
ing vital perhaps. “A rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet.” And yet 
there are good names and bad names, and 
many are named after good men and women, 
David, Paul, James, Rachel, Ruth, Mary. 
God told Abraham He would make his name 
great and Abraham is a strong name. I 
don’t remember any one I have ever known 
called Judas. I doubt.if any infidel or athe- 
ist ever would give his son that name! Has 
not the Bible gripped all men more than we 
sometimes think, or some of them are will- 
ing to allow? What we are, counts for 
more than our name. Pope truly says: 
“Honor and shame from no condition rise: 
Act well your part, there all the honor lies.” 


Are earth’s greatest names the names 
of-earth’s really greatest men and women? 
Sometimes, but not always. Alexander and 
Washington are universally honored, while 
the name Christ is often despised and pro- 
faned. Yet God says of Jesus, because of 
his sacrifice, that he “hath given him a 
name which is above every name.” I find 
a dozen hymns in our book exalting the 
“name of Jesus.”

And the last saint on earth will be “given 
a new name” in heaven, that will shine 
brighter than the greatest mere earthly 
name in this world.

THE 


Deluge can explain the rocks, let alone hu- 
man traditions of a Deluge, so Genesis 
scores again. Men ridiculed Bible chron- 
ology, yet the time of origin and place of 
origin of races in human history fit Gene- 
sis excellently. 

If a witness is believed to be wrong every- 
where and the outcome shows that the wit- 
ness was exactly right in every place where 
the facts could be determined, the honorable 
thing is to believe the witness entirely cor- 
rect everywhere. Genesis has been called 
wrong everywhere and is proving right 
everywhere that it is possible to determine. 
In honesty and fairness let us believe Gene- 
sis all the way through. 

Heretofore Genesis has been “harmon- 
ized” with science by assuming science right 
and forcing Genesis into it, but so-called 
science has been wrong. Let us have an end 
to that sort of harmony. True harmony be- 
tween Genesis and science comes by taking 
Genesis just as it is written. 

Science cannot prove how creation hap- 
pened, whether it occurred in an instant or 
in a million years. Science is helpless to 
say more than, that in the failure of evolu- 
tion, creation must have occurred. God 
could doubtless have created everything in 
an instant, or in six seconds or in six hun- 
dred years; that He chose to create in six 
days rather than in an instant we can tell 
only because His Word says so, and when 
His Word so says, we can do no better than 
to believe It.

Japan and Russia hate England and Ameri- 
ca. Like a cat, ready to spring at a bird, 
Japan is only waiting until the proper mo- 
ment to leap at the throat of the United 
States. She hates us for closing our west- 
ern doors against her emigrants. We 
stung her pride. And she smacks her lips 
when she looks in the direction of the Philip- 
pines. The whole world will be involved in 
the coming Armageddon. 
Death Rays 

But what shall we say of the death-rays 
which will be used in the next war? One 
scientist estimates that it will be possible 
to mow down an army of one hundred thou- 
sand men with his ray like you could cut 
grass with a sickle. An European states- 
man is quoted as saying the day will come 
when it will be possible to flash a death- 
ray across the Atlantic. Put such an in- 
strument in the hands of some modern 
Superman like say, Mussolini, and he could 
lash half the world into subjection within 
twenty-four hours. Just such a Superman 
is coming and the number of his name will 
be “666.” He will be the Antichrist. Like- 
ly, he is living today. 

Armageddon will be a war of superphy- 
sical devices. Supernatural agencies will 


be brought into use. Indeed, a demon ener- 
gized Image of the Antichrist will be speak- 
ing in the Jewish temple at Jerusalem like 
the Delphic Oracle of old. The beast will 
be bringing fire down from the heavens, 
says Revelation, counterfeiting Elijah’s fire 
at Mount Carmel, and this Antichrist-fire 
no doubt refers to a powerful death ray. 
The final clash will be under the direct con- 
trol of demons. 
Christ and His Enemies 

Jesus Christ has enemies. In that day 
He will have enemies in physical bodies. 
The destructive agencies of war will be so 
powerful, so superhuman, so terrible that 
the demon obsessed brains of men will ac- 
tually think to make war against Him as 
He descends in the clouds.

“Separate yourselves entirely from the 
Protestants and leave them in peace. By 
no means attend their meetings. Avoid all 
religious conversations. If they come to 
your homes speaking of salvation or relig- 
ion, throw them out in the act. By no 
means receive their Bibles and other papers. 

“Watch your younger (Catholic) children 
with great care that they may not attend 
any Protestant exercise and that they may 
not receive of the Protestants either books 
or presents or playthings. 

“First. Because Protestants do not come 
of Christ; the first Protestant did not ap- 
pear until 1517 years after Christ. 

“Second. Because Protestantism is truly 
heretic, and of the worst kind. 

“Third. Because Protestants falsify the 
Bible in many points; they mutilate it, and 
when they explain it they do not present it

The original He- 
brew word translated “bells” is a very 
singular one, because nobody knows _ pre- 
cisely what it means. The fact is, the He- 
brews knew so little of horses, from be- 
ing interdicted from their use, that they 
had not a very large vocabulary to de- 
scribe the harness and other equipments 
of the horse. The word is translated by 
some critics, “bells”, by others “bits”, by 
some “frontlets”’, by others “collars”, by 
some, and by Calvin especially, “blinkers”, 
and Calvin also hints that 
The Word May Mean “Stables” 


The words must then mean—‘The furni- 
ture of the horses shall be, Holiness to the 
Lord’; and there is no doubt a compar- 


ison between the horses and the high priest; 
if it be the frontlet—just as the high priest 
wore on his brow, the Hebrew letters in 
gold, “Holiness to the Lord,’ so on the 
frontlet of the horses shall be Holiness to 
the Lord; and as the high priest wore bells 
about his garments, so when the horses 
are decorated with their silver bells, there 
shall be on the bells, Holiness to the Lord; 
and if it signify any other kind of vest- 
ment, even as on the very ornaments of 
the priest, on his ephod and breastplate, 
holiness was written, so in every article 
that shall be worn by the horse shall holi- 


ness to God be most clearly manifest—yea, 
even the stables, unconsecrated as one 
would suppose they must always remain, 


shall be consecrated to God. 

First, let us commend the 
bells upon the horses. 

The religion of common life I must com- 
mend, first of all, for its loudness. There 
are many men who do not hear the church- 
bell, who will hear the bells on the horses; 
by which I mean that, preach as frequent- 
ly as we may, 

Some People Will Never Believe Us, 
but they cannot help believing what they 
see in your lives. We may extol Christ, 
and they will say, “It is his office and 
duty,” but if your actions are what they 
should be, if your lives are saturated with 
the spirit of Jesus, they cannot help hear- 
ing them. They may put their fingers in 
their ears and not hear our sermons, but 
they must hear your sermons, for they can 
hear them through their eyes as well as 
through their ears, if you in your daily 
walk act as becometh the Gospel of Christ. 

Then, again, I commend the music of 
these horses’ bells, not only for loudness, 
but for clearness. Many people cannot un- 
derstand our sermons. There are words we 
use that they do not try to comprehend, and 
some which the carnal mind cannot receive; 
but they can understand your sermons, if 
they cannot mine. If you have traded hon- 


musie of the 


orably, if you, instead of taking undue ad- 
yantage, have only taken that which is 
your due, if they have seen you refuse to 


tell a lie, though you might have gained 
much by it, if they have known you to 
stand firm in your integrity while others 


rings but once a week; I am preaching to 
you some three or four sermons in a week, 
but you, if you consecrate your common 
things, will be preaching all day long. You 
will keep the bells upon the horses ringing 
every time the horses nod their heads. Ev- 
ery time they move there will be a fresh 
peal, and that is the advantage of putting 
the bells not on the steeple, but on the horse, 
so that they must always ring. This place 
is shut up a great portion of the week, and 
only opened occasionally for worship; but 
you ought to keep your preaching places 
open always. There, behind the counter, 
should be your pulpit, or in the Corn Ex- 
change, or in the Market, or in the family; 


you should be always preaching. Your 
life should be always 

One Continual Sacrament, 
always one.constant service of God. I com- 


mend this music, then, for its constancy as 
well as for its loudness and for its clear- 
ness. 

Again, we must praise it for its univer- 
sality. My church-bell can ring in only one 
place, and the bells in the parish church 
ring only in the steeple where they hang; 
but the bells upon the horses ring) wher- 
ever the horses go. You can preach in the 
lodging house, you can preach in the back- 
room yonder, where poverty has found a 
haunt, you can preach wherever God in His 
providence has cast you: at the board-room 
table, in the midst of the corporation, in the 
Senate, in the House of Commons, you can 
preach wherever God calls you. I say 
again, the bells upon the horses ring wher- 
ever the horses go, and so must your piety 


ring whenever you are. This universal 
preaching, in every court, and lane, and 
alley, is better far for effect than our 


preaching ever can be. 

Once more, I commend the bells upon the 
horses for their harmony. You know our 
church-bells ring different notes. You go 
into one, you hear Modernism; you go into 
another, and you hear sound evangelical 
doctrine; you enter another, and you hear 
all but infidelity. Church-bells run 

Through the Whole Octave of Tone. 

Among true Christians, our bells often 
ring a little differently. My Wesleyan 
brothers’ bell does not ring quite the same 
as mine, nor mine exactly the same as the 
Independents’; but, mark, the bells on the 
horses all ring alike. One Christian man’s 
life is like another Christian man’s life. 
There is nothing contradictory in the prac- 
tical sermon, if there be in the doctrinal. 
If the vocal testimony of the Church should 
be somewhat divided, yet, the living testi- 
mony of the Church is always one, if it be 
always holiness, holiness, holiness unto the 
Lord. See to it, then, that you ring these 
bells upon the horses for their lovely har- 
mony, and the absence of all discord. 

And then, once more, I commend the bells 
upon the horses, for they ring out a Divine 
note. Our church-bells do not always do 
that. Sometimes our sermons are a little 
to the honour and glory of the speaker, a 
little to the honour and glory of a particu-

A very valuable book is 
the last chapter, “Calvinism in History.” 
Calvinism is much older than Calvin. It 
was as late as the fourth century that Pre- 
destination first began to isolate itself as a 
distinctive doctrine, but at last by a “long, 
slow process,” believers “came to the great 


truth that salvation is a sovereign gift 
which has been bestowed irrespective of 
merit; that it was fixed in eternity; and 


that God is the author in all of its stages.” 
The idea first took theological form in the 
mind of the great Saint Augustine. Martin 
Luther, a student of Augustine, believed in 
Predestination and the Reformation was 
simply a revival of Augustinianism. Pro- 
testantism was cradled in the doctrine. 
“Needless to say, Arminianism as a 
tem was unknown in Reformation times, 
page 370. Calvinism made England, Pro- 
testant. A note is known by its fruits; 
Mexico, the West Indies, Spain and South 
America offer the ripened fruit of Roman 
Catholicism and in Scotland, the one coun- 
try where Calvinism has been the only re- 
ligion for centuries, we may point with pride 
to the product of the system. Likewise, the 
sturdy French Hugenots were Calvinistic. 
The best blood of France was poured out in 
the slaughter of the Huguenots. In Hol- 
land, it was Calvinism that broke the cruel 
yoke of Romanism. Calvinism came _ to 
America on the Mayflower and one of its 
brightest pages of history was written by 
the devout Puritans in the early days of this

Republic. One draws the conclusion that 
Calvinism is just about “the salt of the 
earth” as he reads this volume.

e THE BOOK OF EPHESIANS 


Author: H. S. Miller, Published by The 
Evangelical Press. Price $1.50. Pages 250. 

Beautiful, cultured and prosperous was 
the city of Ephesus in the days of Paul. It 
had an excellent harbor and was a commer- 
cial center connected by both water and 
road routes. It was under the control of 
the Roman government. The city was also 
a center of pagan religion, having in it a 
great temple built to the Asian goddess 
Diana. This gorgeous structure made of 
wood, marble and gold was one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World. Black art was prac- 
ticed in Ephesus by trained magicians. The 
people were base in their immorality. 
Strange enough, the Holy Spirit directed 
Paul into this city to establish a prosperous 
little Christian church. Later, when Paul 
was in prison he looked back upon his mis- 
sionary visits to the community and know- 
ing that the struggling band of believers 
would be in need of spiritual instruction he 
wrote this wonderful Epistle to the Ephes- 
ians. 

That the people were capable of under- 
standing the “strong meat” of the Gospel is 
emphasized by the spiritual tone and qual- 
ity of the letter. Paul took no nursing- 
bottles when he went to preach to the church 
at Ephesus. 

From every conceivable angle the author 
studies this priceless Epistle. First the 
historical background, then a study of the 
city, the church and the letter itself. Ephes- 
ians is contrasted with Colossians. There 
are over one hundred pages of systematic 
“Outlines and Notes.” And finally the 
Epistle is literally “picked to pieces” by an 
exhaustive study under twenty-one head- 
ings dealing with such subjects as “In 
Christ,” “The Christian’s Walk,” “Grace,” 
“Peace,” “Love,” “In the Heavenlies,” ete. 

One closes this volume with a feeling that 
the author has mastered the letter Epistle 
to the Ephesians. Dr. Miller is head of the 
department of New Testament Language, 
History and Interpretation, of the National 
Bible Institute of New York. Nothing bet- 
ter on Ephesians has been written than this 
book, which is just off the press.

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BOLSHEVISM 


By Edmund A. Walsh, S. J. Vice- 
President of Georgetown University 
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The Bolshevik Revolution was won and 
the support of those millions of peasants 
assured because of Lenin’s hypnotic prom- 
ises: Bread for the hungry, peace with all 
the world, land to the peasants, power to the 
people, a Constituent Assembly elected by 
universal, direct and secret ballot, the fac- 
tories to the proletariat, unlimited freedom 
of speech, of religion, of the press and of 
labor, inviolability of the people in their 
homes, freedom of movement and occupa- 
tion, equal rights for every citizen. 

What has happened to that programme? 
Instead of bread there shortly ensued the 
most appalling famine and pestilence rec- 
orded in the long history of Russian fam- 
ines. Instead of cultivating peace with all 
the world, Soviet foreign policy has suc- 
ceeded in alienating and irritating the gov- 
ernments of Europe and America by delib- 
erately sowing the seeds of class warfare to 
an extent unequaled in the history of inter- 
national relations. It has issued a virtual 
declaration of war against the entire non- 
Communist world, and actually subsidized 
social] revolution in the Orient, the Balkans, 
and elsewhere. Instead of land to the peas- 
ants, the State has canceled the most sub- 
stantial achievements of the Agrarian Re- 
form initiated immediately after the eman- 
cipation of the serfs in 1861 and confiscat- 
ed anew the more than 110,000,000 acres 
(40,000,000 desiatines) that has been labor- 
iously acquired outright by individual own- 
ers during that period. Today, contrary to 
popular belief, not one square inch of land 
is owned in fee simple by a single Russian 
peasant. Broken earth, indeed, broken 
hopes and broken promises. Instead of vest- 
ing power in the people, the Soviet State 
has outdone absolutism itself by establish- 
ing a military dictatorship of one percent 
over the remaining ninety-nine and cynical- 
ly sustaining it through a terrorism that is 
a matter of public record. 

Instead of the factories to the proletariat, 
it is the proletariat to the factories and the 
mines under the lash of the Five Year 
Plan, there to toil as serfs or convicts, and 
be paid, if paid at all, in depreciating cur- 
rency by the sole owner of the factories, 
the State itself. Should the victims mur- 
mur or protest, they are executed without 
trial as “counter-revolutionaries.” Instead 
of unlimited freedom of the press, there has 
been created a state monopoly in absolute 
control of the printed word. Instead of lib- 
erty of speech, there is the eternal threat 
of the G. P. U., and the haunting spectre of 
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universal espionage. Instead of freedom of 
religion, there has been initiated an obscene 
war on God financed by the State itself and 
designed to suffocate the inalienable rights 
of conscience. Instead of freedom of labor 
and occupation, there has been drafted a 
set of decrees empowering public authori- 
ties to seize and transport workers thou- 
sands of miles away from their homes to 
regions of obligatory labor. Instead of in- 
violability of person, home and possessions, 
there have been thirteen unbroken years 
of terrorism, summary requisitions, domicil- 
lary visits, and wholesale executions without 
trial before hidden tribunals. 

Three million peasants have been tuth- 
lessly torn from their homes since 1928 and 
exiled in distant points. 

They tell us that capital punishment has 
been abolished. Acceptance of that patent 
falsehood is plain intellectual suicide. Not 
to mention the mass murders during the 
Terror, the number of executions has stead- 
ily mounted since the inception of the Five- 
Year Plan in 1928. The first 20 days of 
August, 1930, witnessed 300 executions. 
Forty-eight prisoners were executed on 
September 24, 1930, an act of barbarism 
that called for the indignant protest of no- 
ted scientists, publicists, liberals, socialists, 
and sincere radicals in all parts of the civ- 
ilized world. 
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Twenty-five souls have been saved at 
Mazsalace. So mightily has the Holy Ghost 
wrought that the hardest man in the town 
has been convicted. 

I walked on foot to Limbazi through the 
woods and the fog. The night was dark and 
cold. I found it impossible to keep on the 
path. My heavy bag weighted me down. 
When I reached Limbazi I was wet through 
and completely exhausted. After resting a 
short time I continued farther and conduct- 
ed four meetings. 

Witch doctors are still active on the So- 
viet Border. Missionary Antamis tells of 
one house where the people saw miracles 
performed. The stones jumped all over the 
room. Nails fell from the ceiling. An en- 
gineer who doubted, visited the place, and 
immediately sparks from the ceiling flood- 
ed the room, injuring him severely. Hear- 
ing this I determined to see the witch doctor 
for myself. He told me that everything I 
had heard was .true, nor could he himself 
account for the strange happenings. That 
night he was awakened by stones rolling 
over the floor. For six months this con- 
tinued. Finally he was compelled to leave 
the house. My only explanation is that it 
is a case of demon possession and the work 
of the evil spirits. 

A sick woman who had been visited by 
the priest told our missionary, Bartasconok, 
that she was still conscious of her sins even 
though she had confessed. He read many 
passages to her and prayed much. Finally, 
she rejoiced in sins forgiven and bore wit- 
ness to the entire household. Her face was 
transfigured and she died relying wholly 
on the Saviour. Hallelujah! Another soul 
won to Jesus. 

A Jew was saved through Missionary 
Bucholes, which infuriated the other Jews. 
However, they crowded the hall to hear the 
Gospel. 

A further report from Missionary Anta- 
mis tells of the many who are thirsting for 
the Word of God. The Catholics, he says, 
are very hostile. Formerly only a score 
would attend the meetings. Now, however, 
the hall is crowded, more than 200 coming 
regularly. Many have been convicted and 
saved. Six were recently baptized and have 
thus taken an open stand for Jesus Christ. 
We had to break the ice in order to baptize 
them. Since their baptism they have had 
to endure much persecution. They are tes- 
tifying boldly, however, and many are 
pricked in their hearts as in the days of the. 
apostles. 

At Sigulda, the hardest field we have, the 
Lord has commenced to work. Our last 
meetings saw fourteen souls definitely 
saved and four have applied for baptism. 
Several times the hall has been so crowded 
that the lamps have gone out. We praise 
God for this victory. Missionary Bukstins 
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was the instrument used in the winning of 
these souls. 

A young man eighteen years of age has 
been converted through Missionary Dar- 
bonis. He had been in bad company and 
had engaged first in a quarrel, then in a 
drunken fight. He was arrested and sen- 
tenced to serve time. Thank God, he will 
go to jail a saved man. 

Many souls have sought salvation under 
the ministry of Missionary Freiverts and 
are looking forward to baptism in the 
spring. Many more would decide, writes 
Missionary Grundman, were it not for the 
opposition of their relatives. One woman 
complains bitterly. She had expected, so 
she said, blessings as a result of our mis- 
sionaries’ work, but since his coming her 
home has been wrecked. In other words, 
her husband has been soundly converted 
and has drawn upon him the anathemas of 
his family. 

The people are like wolves in the district 
where Missionary Laidlins is working. Doz- 
ens attend meetings only to stick needles in 
the necks of those sitting in front of them 
thus creating a disturbance. Others laugh 
and shout aloud, calling the missionary a 
liar. Some play a mouth organ. However, 
they carry on and God works. 

Work has been opened up in Lithunia 
and God is richly blessing. People are very 
hungry in this priest-ridden country. Many 
have confessed their sins publicly. 

Sister Lielmezs held a meeting in the 
home of a murderer. He and his two sons 
had committed an awful murder. All have 
since been imprisoned. She slept with his 
wife. Next day she tried to hold a meeting 
but they danced and played so that she was 
compelled to leave without having accom- 
plished anything. 

Three souls have been saved and baptized 
under the ministry of Missionary Papeluk. 
So anxious were the converts to be bap- 
tized that they would not wait until the 
coming of spring. Hence the ice was bro- 
ken at ten degrees below, and they were 
baptized in the river. All went home re- 
joicing. 

Four more souls have been saved through 
Missionary Zalitis. 

Twelve souls have been saved through 
Missionary Plakins and have already ap- 
plied for baptism. 

In the prison, writes Missionary Sinacev- 
ski, over twenty responded to the invitation. 

Missionary Bartasconok writes: “I was 
present at a Greek Catholic funet ‘al serv- 
ice. The priest moved the congregation 
to tears of sorrow for the dead but did not 
produce any repentance in the living. After 
the service I approached him and said: ‘If 
you would make the people cry for their 
sins it would be more profitable.’ In a loud 
voice he exclaimed: ‘Get away, you heretic. 
If I were not dressed in this priestly order 
I would slap your face.’ To this I replied 
that I was not afraid to suffer for my Sa- 
viour since He suffered more for me. Aft- 
er he had left in his carriage a crowd of 
people gathered around me and when i 
testified I found them very sympathetic.” 

And so we might continue but space for- 
bids. Wonderful reports have been received 
in addition to these already given from the 
following missionaries: K. Ermanis, E. 
Gudza, J. Jegrov, B. Nagla, S. Laze, A. Usis, 
L. Silin and E. Vecnamis. 

Thus God is working and many souls are 
being saved. What an opportunity for the 
investment of money! Now is the time to 
reap. Times are hard but God is still on 
His throne. We tremble at any thought of 
curtailment. Let us rally to the need.

In a week 
He gave us four souls, one of them an in- 
fidel. We are expecting much more. We 
shall still and much more agonize, and tra- 
vail in prayer and surely with the grace of 
Him prevail with God. We are ready to 
bear His wounds in ourselves. He made us 
free, but we are His bond-slaves. Oh yes, 
we are ready unto death for Him. 

Your book, “When He Is Come,” has 
sealed what God shew us. We became more 
assured, that we are in a right way. We 
will make you know from time to time all 
God makes among us. 

We already know that you are with a 
great work, and have not time to write let- 
ters. May God bless you more and more 
and give you always Holy Spirit fruit. This 
is our prayer for you. But if you find a 
while from time to time to write us with 
some lines, just to encourage us, I believe 
it will be a great encouragement to us. We 
just want to share with you the joy of the 
blessings received. And believe me, dear 
Mr. Smith, that one of my greatest joys in 
heaven will be to meet with you.
